JAPAN. 
LATER ADVICES BY PACIFIO MAIL. ‘ 


The Pacific Mail Company’s extra steamer Alaska arrived at San 
Francisco on the 29th ult. with Yokohama advices to Nov. 3. We 
reproduce the summary of the Japan news, brought by this steamer 
as telegraphed to the New York press. We trust that inquiry 
will be made with the view of discovering who is the perpetrator 
of the glaring inaccuracies, the frequent recurrence.of which 
render these summaries utterly unreliable. As an instance we 
may point to the absurd allusion to the export of rice from J apan 
to the Saigon market. 

‘There was much comment by foreigners and Japaneee at the 
action of the American Government in abandoning the expedition - 
to Corea. ‘This action, it is considered, is detrimental to our na- 
tional honour and highly prejudicial to the interests of foreigners, 
both in China and Japan. ‘The naval demonstration against 
Corea never should have been undertaken, it is said, unless the 
American people were prepared to carry out their intention. 

There is a rumour that Corea has made an attack u 
Japanese island of Tausima, lying between Nagasaki an 
it being claimed as Corean territory. 

The Japanese Ambassadors to China had returned to Jeddo, 
owing to some diplomatic mistake having occurred. It is said the 
Ambassadors have brought no treaty with them. China wanted 
a treaty of alliance, defensive and offensive, which Japan is hardly 
in a condition to accede to. 

Serious troubles have taken place in the southern districts of 
Japan, in consequence of the Government edict abrogating the 
position of Daimios and absorbing their territories and giving no- 
thing in return. 

Rice was never more plentiful than the present year, and the 
Government is called upon to export the surplus and supply the 
Saigon market, where the crops have entirely failed. 

e railroad to Yedo from Yokohama will probably be finished 
in the present year, it is so poorly ballasted that it will have to be 
rebuilt within another year. 

Telegraphic communication between Nagasaki and Osaka will 
soon be completed, and then direct communication with Europe 
and America will be insured.

SHANGHAI. . 

Advices are to the 2nd Nov.; the French mail, with Londou 
dates Sept. 15, arrived out on the 31st Oct. The following items 
are from the Worth China Herald :— 

The great event of the past week has been the Shanghai Row- 
ing Club Regatta, and the great event of the regatta was of 
course the international race between the Scotch and English 
eights. Public sympathy went rather with the Scotch, because 
they had pluckily come forward to fill a gap, left by the with- 
drawal of the Americans ; their success, therefore, gave general 
pleas: The Rowing Club had their usual dinner at the 

lub on Monday evening, after the conclusion of the second day’s 
sport. 

Pthe Shanghai Yacht Club holds the second regatta of the 
season on Monday next. It will be seen that the cup to be con- 
tended for is one presented by the Commodore; and it is a very 
handsome specimen of workmanship, being a fac-simile of one 
designed by Benvenuto Cellini in the sixteenth century. It is 
now on exhibition at Lane, Crawford and Co.’s. ‘The race is likely 
to be an interesting one, as every kind of sail is permitted, and 
many new rigs are expected to be developed. Fachte entered 
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have been handicapped by the committee, thus giving a fair 
chance to all. We hear that Mr. Reynolds has kindly placed his 
new steamer at the disposal of the committee, so that a pleasant 
day may be expected for the club and their friends. . 

The Bunramne Court has been occupied by & long Admiralty 
case, arising out of a collision between the 8.8.N. Co.'s steamer 
Kiangse, and Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Oo.’s steamer, Kiu- 
shiu, in which the former claimed damages, but was defeated. 

Te news from Tientsin is no more reassuring ; 2,000,000 people 
will be starving and homeless during the coming winter, depend- 
ent on charity, or on Government, for their support; and the 
mandarins do nét show the nevessary energy in procuring supplies 
before the port is frozen. It is now believed that the waters of 
the Yellow River are sone usiee to the flood, finding thelr way 
north by way of the Grand Unnal. 





RNiNGPo. . 

The Synod is still in session, and likely to be for some time yet. 
Like some other great bodies, it moves slowly, much time being 
consumed in translating from Chinese into English, and from 
English into the various dialects. : 

Considerable solicitude has been felt here on account of the 
steamer Eastern Isles, supposed to have left Hong Kong, bound 
for this port, about the 12th inst. She has on board a large party 
on their way to attend the Synod, and the typhoon reported in the 
vicinity of Formosa has served to increase the anxiet of friends, 

The report of the Suwonada published in the Daily News of yes- 
terday is calculated to allay this feeeling. ‘The Sueonada passed 
her on the 18th inst. (the Suwonada’s second day out from Hong 
Kong), and though she may not arrive before the adjournment of 
Synod, she will probably be here “ before Christmas.” 

Last night the first of a series of conferences was held at the 
Rev. Mr. Butler's. It was well attended, and the discussion 
lively and interesting. The subject covered the whole ground of 
mission schools, qualification and education of native ministers, 
&c. This evening the foreign members of the Synod are invited 
to attend the regular meeting of the Ningpo Association, to be 
held at Dr. Parker's. ‘Ihe subject is one recently discussed in 
Shanghai, viz. “Should the missionary societies map out the ter- 
ritory, giving to each denomination its special field?” It will 
probably be a very interesting meeting. 





HONG KONG. 

Dates extend to the 8th Nov. ; no mail had arrived out since 
that of the 22nd Sept., but the French mail of Sept. 29 was due 
on the 9th Nov. The following items are from the China Mail :— 

The special committee sitting to investigate the provisions of 
the Pier and Godown Company’s Ordnance has sat again. Mr. 
Burrows and Mr. MacIver gave evidence in favour of the con- 
struction of the pier. Mr. Hayllar, the company’s counsel, 
then addressed the committee, dwelling upon the advantages 
which would be given to the trade and public interests of the 
colony. Ile gave it as his opinion that (excepting the large house 
represented by Mr. Renwick) the firms most largely interested in 
the shipping business were all in favour of the pier ; and he con- 
tended that the other alleged private interests were insignificant 
as compared with the general trade of the port. Besides, he 
believed that the great bulk of the native cargo-boat traffic would 
be attracted to the company’s pier, so that would do away with 
much of the alleged inconvenience. And he called the attention 
of the Council especially to the character and position of those 
gentlemen who appeared as directors of the undertaking. If they 
could not carry out such a scheme, it was very improbable that 
any scheme of the kind could be carried out at all. And it ought 
to be borne in mind that, when all civilised ports were being sup- 
plied with such facilities, Honz Kong was somewhat scandalised 
by the want of facilities for the s ede loading and discharging 
of goods.—It was then suggested by the Colonial Secretary that 
the discussion should be left to the Committee ; and the Council. 
room was cleared accordingly. 

The Chief Justice delivered his written judgment’ on the 6th 
November in the suit of Henderson v. the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia, and China. His Lordship felt bound by the de- 
cision of the Privy Council in ‘* Roger and Others v. Comptoir 
a’Estompte and Another” (the Win case), and decided in favour 
of the plaintiffs on the ground that the trust created by the spe- 
cial heading of the invoice and the correspondence prevailed over 
the pledge to the defendants of the Bill of Lading for an antece- 
dent debt not being for valuable consideration. The decree is 
that an account be taken of sums paid by the plaintiffs in taking 
up the dishonoured bills and all incidental expenses, with interest 
at the English rate of 4 per cent. perannum. That a further ac- 
count be taken of the proceeds of sale of goods with interest at 
the rate of 12 per cent. per annum. Out of the aggregate of such 
proceeds and interest, let the whole, or so much thereof as shall 
be necessary, be applicd in satisfaction of the sum found to be due 
to the plaintiffs by the first account, so far as the same may ex- 
tend. Defendants to pay plaintiffs’ costs.

The new regulations for’street chairs and chair-coolies have at 


length appeared. No street-chairs may ply for hire after mid- 


night ; they may, however, carry their fares as long as required. 
Each chair is secured for a sum of $50. Should articles of a higher 
value than this be lost in any chair, there will very little hope of 
their recovery through the security. The fares range from 10c. 
for half an hour to one dollar for twelve hours. 

The rates of boat and coolie hire are also published. First- 
class cargo boats of 900 piculs are fixed at $5 per day, or $2 per 
load ; and so on in proportion. 

The following news is from the Daily Press :— 

The steamship Douglas brings the intelligence that the steam- 
ship Azof parted from her moorings on the night of 31st Oct., in 
Amoy harbour, and went on to the rocks on the left side of the 
harbour. By this time it is expected she will be bottom up. 

We hear that a ship’s gig was found floating in the Lyeemoon 

assage on the 3lat October. It had apparently got away from 
its moorings. It is not known who is the owner, and it has been 
taken to the harbour-master’s office. 

A concert by the German community for the benefit of the suf- 
ferers by the Chicago fire is to take place at the City Hall. 

It is difficult to understand the following paragraph, which 
also appears in our contemporary, seeing that the Chinese Envoy 
only left Marseilles for China last week :— 


ARRIVAL OF THE PAOIFIC MAIL. 

The Pacific Mail steamer Great Republic, Captain Cobb, arrived 
this morning. Time does not permit us giving the detailed 
news ; but the ere is of special interest, as showing that 
the Chinese Embassy left Europe in & very quiet manner, but 
have been asked to return :— 

THE CHINESE EMBASSY. . 

New York, Sept. 22nd.—Three of the Chinese diplomatists who 
have been staying at the Westminster Hotel left for San Francisco 
last evening, on their way to China. Chung How. First Minister 
of the Embassy, with the other Chinese officials, and the English 
and French Secretaries, will sail for Europe to-morrow in the 
steamship St. Laurent. The Embassy was unsuccessful in their 
previous mission to France, and were to have departed for home 
yesterday, but were notified by the French Government that they 
would be received if they returned to France, and therefore 
changed their intentions. The object of their mission, as stated 
heretofure, is to make reparation for the massacre of French citi- 
zens at Tientsin. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates from this port are to Nov. 16 ; the outward mail (French) 
of Oct. 13 arrived Nov. 14. The following items are from the 
Daily Times :-— 

The Chinese riots, which raged here on the departure of the last 
mail, were fortunately crushed out by the prompt action of the 
Government in a few days. There has been very little fighting 
sin¢e our last overland ; one or two attempts were made by the 
“ fighting men” of the two clans to renew the disturbances, but 
these signally failed ; in one instance no less than forty of these 
yagabonds were secured by the police, military, and special con- 
stables, and summarily punished by flogging, fine, or imprison- 
ment. This attempt virtually ended the riots, and there has been 
shown ao disposition to renew them since. 

The new police law, which has been passed by the Legislative 
Council, was put into operation on the lst of the present month. 
The‘reason for its early introduction is, that the police was found 
utterly incapable of preserving the peace during the riots, and it 
has been found necessary, for the good order of the Settlement, 
that the force should be placed on a more effective footing at 
once. It is of course impossible to judge, as yet, whether the 
“ reorganisation” will effect the needed improvement ; but if it 
makes any improvement at all it will have done some good. The 
European element in the force is being augmented. Inspector 
Adams, of the Singapore police, is to go to Penang, to replace. 
se Magness, who retires on his pension. 

The Java Bode of the 24th Oct. thus sets forth the success met 
with by Mr. Crawfurd in Timor :—“ We learn from a good autho- 
rity that the copper mining operations in Mid Timor have had to 
be stopped for want of ore. This surprises us very much, because 
in a pamphlet (which has reached a second edition) written by 
Mr. H. de Bruijn on this subject, the richness in copper of the dis- 
tricts of Jenilo, Harneno, and Bebokki, over which the so much 
talked of Crawfurd concession extended, is very highly spoken of. 
Amongst other things it is stated in Bruijn’s work that Mr. Craw- 
furd has seen this coppery treasure with his own eyes, and had 
met with veins eighty fect thick. A thorough investigation by 
two English mining engineers has taken place in the aforesaid dis- 
tricts. One of these experts came from Australia, where he had 
long been employed in copper mines; the other, an engineer of 
repute, was sent out by a London banking house to convince him- 
self of the asserted coppery wealth of Timor onthe spot. This in- 
vestigation has, alas! shown that copper-holding stones are 
indeed met with here and there in Mid Timor, but that isall. Yet, 
in one of the appendices to Mr. Bruijn’s pamphlet, the often-men- 
tioned Mr. Crawfurd held out to the credulous public the prospect 
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of a yearly yield of 75,000 piculs of copper, and promised fully a 
dividend of 19} per cent. if a capital of only f.500,000 could be 
got together ! Luckily, however, the loss is not so great, although 
this unsuccessful copper affair will cost those who have advanced 
the money about £40,000. A second copper mining undertaking, 
much nearer the town of Kupang, will, it seems, likewise not come 
to anything from scantiness of yield. A mineralogical investiga- 
tion has brought to light the fact that it is only the surface of 
the ground that contains any ore. 

The speeches of the non-official members on the steamer question 
at the Legislative Council are so far at one with the community 
that they appear to be thoroughly disgusted with the vessel 
which has been palmed upon the colony—one unsuited for the 
work she has to do, burning a large quantity of coal, and costing 
a large sum Tpedy for maintenance. What was the sum actually 
disbursed on her before she was approved for the public service 
is still unknown, but it is not believed to be an exaggeration to 
say that she stands in the colonial books at nearly, if not quite, 
a hundred thousand dollars. The history of her proves this—that 
no dependence can be placed in the Colonial-office nor in the 
Crown Agents, or they would not have connived at such an 
evident job. As to selling her, it is absurd to entertain the idea, 
for, as Mr. Adamson says, it would be a good thing to know in 
what apr she could be sold ; but her expenses might be dimi- 
nished if she were not always driven full speed. She may ma- 
nage eight knots upon a moderate consumption, and if she relieves 
the lighthouses—performs picnics, or carries the officials at that 
rate, except in emergencies, the coal bill will be considerably re- 
duced. The next time the colony requires a steamer—and the 
Pluto will not last long at the present rate of driving—let our 
non-officials make a stand and insist on the public money being 
applied to the purchase of a stewmer suited to'the general require- 
ments of the Settlements, supplied with the latest improvements, 
and an economical fuel consumer—which any first-rate builder on 
the Thames or the Clyde will readily supply, and not require Mr. 
Reed to supply the draft for £500. 

At the meeting of the Legislative Council, on Nov. 10, the 
Colonial Secretary laid on the table the Report of the Auditor. Ge- 
neral on the Accounts for 1870, and proposed to take the discus- 
sion on the Supply Bill at the next sitting. The Hon. Thomas 
Scott then gave notice of motion of the following resolution :— 
That, in the opinion of the Council, it is necessary that the Go- 
vernment should, as early as possible, make arrangements by 
which the revenue of the colony would be relieved from the 
charge now incurred for ecclesiastical establishments. 

The Colonial Secretary moved the first reading of a Bill to apply 
a portion of the surplus revenue of the colony for the erection of 
@ lighthouse at the North Sands. 

The Auditor-General moved the first reading of a Bill to apply 
a further sum of 350,047.41 to certain public services for the year 
1870, and the Bill was accordingly pead:

Aftclegram from Batavia states that the M.M. steamer Newa 
had broken her shaft sixty miles from Batavia.

IMPORTS. 


SHANGHAI.—There had been avery dull market, owing to the re- 
gatta and the coming race week. Stocks were generally very heavy, and 
in textile fabrics would {ncrease autil spring trade opens. Piece goods 
had been extremely quict since the departure of last mail. In 84 lbs. 
Grey Shirtings there had been absolutely nothing done, and the demand 
which existed for 7lbs. had completely diced out. The quotations for 
both were rominal. A few sales of White Shirtings, common T-cloths, 
and Drills had taken place, at about last mail’s rates for the first and 
last, and at a elight decline for the second article. Common 6 lbs. 
T-cloths had been in some enquiry at Tis. 1.20 to 1.23, but sellers 
showed some reluctance to close with the offers made to them; 7 Ibs. 
of similar steudard had also been asked for at slightly easier 
prices ; and there was a sale of Mexicans reported at Tis. 1.53 per 
piece. Better news regarding Drills from Tientsin had enabled holders 
to maintain last mail’s rates. In Jeans there had been no business, and 
only a trifling trade in Fancy Cottons, the most prominent transaction 
of the latter being a small parcet of Cotton Lastings at Tls. 3.65 per 
piece. For Woollens, very little inquiry had prevailed, but there was 
No indication of weakness in the market, holders being very firm. Fi- 
gured Lustres were in fair demand, and for Hankow designs better offers 
were being made. A sale of inferior cloth at Tis. 3.88 per piece was 
the chief transaction of the week. A few Medium Cloths had been 
taken for Japan, and some Spanish Stripes and Camlets had changed 
hands at former rates, but altogether the business in Woollen goods had 
been very triffing in character and extent, Metals: Lead in slight 
inquiry, but not sufficient to obtain an advance on last mail's rates, 
Nail Rod Iron: Not a single transaction effected; the market was very 
strong, and holders entirely refased to do business at current rates.

TEA. 

SHANGHAI.—During the week there had been a very small business 
done in Black Teas. Prices had been slightly easier, especially for the 
very common grades, of which the stock principally consisted. Arrivals 
had taken place in very small quantities, and the season was rapidly 
drawing toa close. The supplies of Green Teas had been more plen- 
tifal and had comprised some desirable parcels, all of which were being 
freely taken up at fully former rates. 

SILK. 

SHANGHAI.—Since the mail, about 500 bales had been settled, but 
prices showed little or no change; Kahing Taysaams and re-reeled 
Hainings appeared to have been the favourite classes in demand. The 
natives continued to feed the market with supplies according to settle- 
ments made, and the unsold stock remained at about 3,500 to 4,000 


bales. 
COCHIN CHINA PRODUCE. 

The following is from Messrs. Kallenbach, Engler and Co.'s report :— 

Rice.—The course of the Hong Kong market during the past month 
has disappointed a great many of our Chinese exporters, whose ship 
ments had been effected at a higher cost than prices ruling there at the 
time of despatch. At first no one had much belief in a retrogade mover 
ment in China, and a speculative business sprung up after ratea had de- 
clined here about 15c. Continued weaker reports, combined witha 
very small amount of tonnago in port, reduced, however, our prices 
fuethermore, so that our present quotations are fully 40c. lower than 
those current a month ago. The export during the last three and 
four weeks from this to China show a considerable decrease com- 
pared with precceding months, but the Hong Kong market has 
been well supplied from other quartera too. Even from the northern 

rovinces of China, where tho new crop now gathered turned out 
Dette than was expected, grain has been dirceted to Hong Kong. 
With regard to the futuro Rice trade in Hong Kong there is another 
fact of great importance to be mentioned. According to to-day’s news 
there is hardly any doubt that the Japanese Government, owing to a 
very abundant crop, will soon withdraw the law prohibiting the export 
of Rice, and in this case a good portion would certainly be thrown on 
the Hong Kong market. We entertain therefore some hope for the new 
season that our priccs, even if China continues buying, will be come 
paratively low. We qnote Gocong $1.75, equal to 7s. 2d. f.o.b., and 
Vinlong. $1.70, equal to 6s. 11d. f.o.b. Of new Rice 20,000 piculs 
have been contracted at $1.75, with 50 days’ delivery in China town. 
New grain, however, isjexpected the next month already. The exports 
for the last four weeks amount to 142,165 piculs. 

Hrpes.—Several lots have been exported to Singapore at about 
former rates. Cowhides are in very good demand at $12 per picul. 

Horns are firm at last quotations, viz., $8 emall, and $8.25 large 
sized. 

GAMBOGE.—There arc offers iu the market at $59 per picul, but very 
little is arriving.

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MR. WADE ON THE CHINESE MANIFESTO. 

THE official correspondence relating to the China Circular 
on the missionary clauses, of which we give a résumé in an- 
other column, will be received with a general feeling of relief 
and confidence. The “missing despatch” has turned up at 
last ; and, if the fact of its being missing so long has caused 
a great deal of gratuitous suspense, it cannot be denied that 
its appearance now has at least the merit of showing at a 
glance the difference of the views of the situation taken by 
our Foreign Secretary and our Minister at Peking. Our 
readers, whose conviction of the true policy to be adopted 
with the Chinese, we believe, concurs with our own, will 
read with peculiar satisfaction the manly, frank, almost 
impatient, despatch of Earl GranviLLe—not in answer to 
Mr. Wang, for the simple reason that Mr. Wang had sent 
him nothing to answer, but in anticipation of the docu- 
ment which he knew he should have to consider when it 
was vouchsafed to him. . “The sooner the better,” would 
seem to have been Earl Granvitie's reflection when Mr. 
Wane'’s failure in sending it home—which, by-the-bye, 
has not been accounted for—necessitated our Government's 
indebtedness to the French Minister for the translation of a 
document which our Foreign Secretary ought to have had in 
his hands at almost the same moment as his neighbour of 
Versailles. Mr. Wapz’s despatch seems inspired by the very 
genius of peripbrasis and hesitation ; Earl GRaNVILLE’s, on 
the contrary, is clear, decisive, high-minded, and becoming a 
statesman who has a dueappreciationof the responsibilities of 
his office. It affords us the greater gratification to express our 
sense of the straightforward conduct of our Foreign Secretary 
in this affair, because we feel bound in honour to plead guilty 
to the charge of having—throughout the present complication 
in China—thooght that Earl GranviLLE was holding back 
Mr. Wabe, not dreaming that Mr. WapE might be really 
clogging our Foreign Secretary's wheels, as appears now 
from the severe reprimand which Earl GranviLLE does not 
omit to publish—for the delay of the missing “despatch,” 
and his firm repudiation of the insidious clauses which the 
Chinese Government put forward with no other real reason 
than that the French were, as they fancied, hors de combat 
for the time. Earl Granviug has plainly shown, by the de- 
spatch before us, not only that he is firmly resolved to 
maintain the Treaty-rights of Great Britain in the Far 
East, but that he is also not forgetful to chide those 
of his subordinates whose slow apprehension fails to 
keep pace with the astute policy of Asiatic, and to vin- 
dicate the honour of European, Powers. Let Earl Gran- 
VILLE only abide by the terms he has laid down; let him 
only act on the principles he bas now enunciated ; let 
him, moreover, consult Mr. Hart's memorial to the Chinese © 
Government ; and there must yet—in spite of vacillation and 
delay, which it would be idle to deny— remain a hope that 
the prestige of England will be maintained in China, and that 
even Mr. WabDE may in time be persuaded to the right way 
of maintaining it. -

COURT OF EXOHEQUER. 
LANE V. LAY. 

This case was heard on the 15th inst., before the Lord Chief Baron 
and a gpecial jury. Mr. Horace Juloyd, Q.C., Mr. P. J. Murphy, and 
Mr. Nasmyth were counsel for the plaintiff; Sir John B. Karslake 
QC., Mr. Henry James, Q.C., and Mr. Murray for the defendant. ’ 

The plaintiff, Mr. Edmund Lane, had formerly been engaged as 
district engineer of the Great Western Railway Company in the west 
of London, and in the August of 1870 he had been employed by the 
defendant, Mr. Horatio Nelson Lay, C.B., commissioner acting on 
behalf of the Japanese Government in this country, as first assistant- 
engineer, to devote his services, under a Mr. Morrell, to the formation 
of a new line of railway, which the Japanese authorities were about 
constructing in that country. Plaintiff went ont to Yokohama, and 
was ready to carry out the contract which he had entered into with 
the defendant in this country, and fora breach of which these pro- 
ceedings were instituted. 

The jury found a verdict for the plaintiff for £2,059, subject to cer- 
tain points of law reserved. 


COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH. 
BRYANT V. LAY. ; 
* This was an action for breach of an agreement to employ the plain- 
tiff ag an engineer. Mr. Digby Seymour, Q.0., Mr. Murphy, Mr. 
Nasmith, and Mr. W. English Harrison appearod for the plaintiff ; 
Sir John Karslake, Q.C., Mr. H. James, Q.C., and Mr. Murray for 
the defendant. The hearing commenced gn the 11th inst. before Mr. 
Justice Mellor and a special jury, and occupied two days. 

The plaintiff carries on business as an engineer at Beaufort-build- 
ings, Strand, and in August, 1870, he entered into an agreement with 
the defendant, Mr. Lay, who was then acting as agent in this country 
to the Japanese Government, to go out to Japan as;first assistant engi- 
neer to superintend the making of a railway there. The plaintiff 
stated in his evidence that he had engaged platelayers and labourers 
to go ont to Japan, and started for Japan himself with a Mr. Lane, 
who was to be assistant engineer with the plaintiff. On his arrival, 

owever, he found that a hitch had occurred between the Japanese 
vernment and Mr. Lay, and that the Japanese Embassy had re- 
ceived orders to terminate Mr. Lay's agency for the Government. 
Acoording to the plaintiff's statement, Mr. Morel, the chief engineer 
of the railway, required him to sign a new agreement throwing over 
Mr. Lay. He also stated that Mr. Morel had requested him to look 
at the line and make a report upon the pat which was coming out 
fos England, suggesting that Mr. Lay should be thrown over. Both 

e plaintiff and Mr. Lane declined to sign the new agreement, and 
ultimately, after some negotiations, they sailed for England, and 
found on their return that the Oriental Bank had been substituted 
as agents for the Japanese Government in the place of Mr. Lay. The 
Oriental Bank declined to compensate the plaintiff, who thereupon 
brought this action against the defendant as the party with whom he 
had contracted. The evidence for the defendant was that the agree- 
ment in question was mercly a set of rules and restrictions for the re- 
gulation of the plaintiff's and Mr. Lane's conduct in their several 
capacities, and that when they refused to sign them Mr. Morel waived 
that condition and did not insist upon it. 

The learned Judge left the following questions to the jury :—First, 
wero the regulations reasonable and proper to be signed by the plain- 
tiff and Lane previous to their entering on their duties; secondly, did 
Morel insist on the signing of them ; thirdly, did he waive the signa- 
ture; and fourthly, was Morel’s insisting on the signature the bona 
fide reason of the plaintiff and Lane throwing up their agreement with 
the defendant. : 

The jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff, damages £750, 


WILLIS AND BON V. SAUNDERS, : 

This case came on before Baron Bramwell and a special jury on the 
18th inst. Mr. Giffard, Q.C., Mr. Ridley, and Mr. A. L. Smith were 
counsel for the plaintiffs; Sir John Karslake, Q.C., and Mr. Mathew 
for the defendant. 

The plaintiffs are well-known shipowners in the City, and the de- 
fendant is one of the underwriters at Lloyd’s. The action was on a 
marine policy on a fine clipper vessel called the Black Adder, belong- 
ing to the plaintiffs, which left London in March last on her outward 
voyage. hen she got into the southern latitudes she was caught in 
a gale, and her mainmast and mizenmast were carried away. She put 
into the Cape for repair, and afterwards proceeded to China. She was 
a newly-built ship, and there was a desire that she should make an 
unusually quick passage, but the accident frustrated it. The cause 
was the slackening of some of the rigging, and on that fact coming to 
the knowledge of the underwriters they declined to pay the insurance, 
oh the ground that the veasel was unseaworthy when she left the

BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
IN RE JOHN GILLESPIR. 

Tho bankrupt had traded as a merchant in Great Wincheaster-street, 
and since in\Great St. Helen’s, in partnership with a Mr. Rangel, the 
title of ‘the firm being Rangel, Gillespie, and Co. He failed about 
eighteen months since with liabilities of about £66,000, and the case 
now came before the Court on the hearing of an application to confirm 
a scheme of gettlement passed under the 28th section of the Act, a 
majority of the creditors having accepted the bankrupt’s proposal to 
pay £11,000 into Court for distribution and in satisfaction of the 
claims upon him, providing for the annulment of the adjudication. 

Mr. Moines, on behalf of Mr. Rangel, a large creditor, opposed the 
confirmation of the scheme, contending that the arrangement was not 
bona fide, and could only result in the payment of a trifling dividend. 
Mr. Knight, as representing the trustee, submitted that the acheme of 
settlement was dona fide, and that having [received the approval of a 
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large majority of the creditors, it ought to be confirmed by the Court. 
Mr. Sedgwick appeared for the bankrupt, to’support the confirmation 
of the scheme. 

A question having arisen respecting the authority under which the 
liquidators of certain companies had signed in favour of the scheme, 
it was arranged that the necessary evidence should be furnished upon 
this point, and his Honour (Registrar Hazlett) reserved his decision.

. JAPANESE PROGRESS. 

The Daily News says:—The progress of the Japanese in adapting 
themselves to European ways is extremely rapid. They no sooner 
heard of paper money than it was substituted for specie, and imme. 
diately after understanding the principle of public loans, the Govern- 
ment appeared in the London market as the borrower of a million 
sterling. While the Chinese reject every offer made to construct a 
railway the Japanese are making one of several hundred miles in 
length. While persons of consideration deprecate in Parliament the 
introduction of tramroads into London they are being laid in Yoko- 
hama. While our Australian brethren, so shrewd in other respects, 
are permitting themselves to be deluded with the fallacies of Protec- 
tion, the Japanese are declaring for Free Trade, and, asa beginning, 
have resolved when the treatics are revised next year to expunge! 
prohibition on the export of rice. They are the firet among 
foreign nations to follow English example in forming a So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. Chief amon, 
the movers in this new departure is the Mikado. He has saiantipated 
himself from the rule which ordained that he should remain secluded 
from his people—an invisible Sovereign who was one-half a divinity, 
and all the more divine, perhaps, because he was never seen by the 
commonalty. He recently attended at the opening of the firat section 
of the railway. Wishing to cultivate his mind, he is now engaged in 
the study of German. When he indulges in drinking he prefers 
champagne to the home-brewed liquors. His soldiers have for some 
time been armed and drilled on the European model. One thing, 
however, distinguished them from European troops. This was the 
manner in which their feet were covered, or sometimes left uncovered. 
The decree hag now gone forth that the soldiers and all the Govern- 
ment officials are to be shod in shoes of European pattern. All these 
changes, and others equally sweeping, not included in the foregoing 
enumeration, are equivalent to a revolution in Japan of which we can 
with difficulty form any conception. 


RUSSIA AND THE AMOOR RIVER. 

The Pall Mall Guzctte says a financial advertisement appearing in 
the English journals is extremely significant of Russian progress in 
Eastern’Asia. The Amoor River Navigation Company, constituted 
and subsidised by the Russian Government, offers £210,000 six per 
cent. bonds redeemable by sinking fund. The price of issue is 87 per 
cent., and we are far from suggesting that the investment is a bad 
one. But if the relatively moderate rate of return indicates the value 
of the security, we may assume that Russia not only commands the 
navigation of the Amoor, but has done much towards developing its 
resources. Yet when Atkinson published his travels in 1860, promise 
had gone but a little way towards performance, although he predicted 
precisely what must have come to pass, “ Ten years hence,” he writes, 
“the aspect of this region will be materially changed, flourishing 
towns will be seen on the banks of the Amoor, the vessels moored on 
the shore will show that the people are actively engaged in com- 
merce and other industrial pursuits. . . If a just and wise 
governor continues to rule in Oriental Siberia, this country 
is destined to have a great future.’ No Government, indeed, is more 
fortunate than the Russian in finding excellent administratora among 
its agente of every class, and, although the schoolmaster may not be 
abroad in the Czar's Siberian dominions, the rank and file of ita 
power possess adaptability and intelligence as well as courage. 

ta irregular troops yield to none in the world, and ncither Tartar, 
Khirgi, Chinese, nor Manjourian has a chance with “the Cossack.” 
Yet, like the men on the Austrian military frontiers, the Cossacks 
can farm as well as they fight, and the service has an extraordinary 
attraction for the half savage races Russia subjugates. As she moves 
along she assimilates the tribes she annexes, and doubtless she 
holds the Amoor by means of the very men who fought her in the 
earlier part of the century. The local trade on the river is un- 
questionably susceptible of great development. To say nothing of the 
fertile regions through which it flows for great part of its course, and 
of the fairs for barter that have been held on it for centuries back, 
according to Atkinson ‘the valley of the Soungaria and those of its 
affluents are said to be the most densely populated portion of this part 
of the Chinese Empire.” But nature has played Russia and the 
shareholders of the Navigation Company an evil turn in twisting the 
course of the river sharp to the north by the town of Turmi. Had it 
flowed southward to the Sea of Japan, it might have been open to 
commerce all the year round. As it is it rans into the Sea of Okhotsk, 
and frost seals it for seven months in the year. However, the steamers 
should supply themselves cheaply with fuel, as the island of Saghalicn, 
which lies off the Amoor’s mouth, is rich in coal beds, Notwithstand- 
ing the limits nature gets to ‘‘ through traffic,” we make little question 
that Russian enterprise assures the future of the Amoor River Naviga- 


tion Company. 
DEATH OF BISHOP SMITH. 

The Right Rev. Dr. George Smith, the first Bishop of Victoria, 
Hong Kong, died on the 14th inst., at his residence, Haddo-villas, 
Blackheath. He was a son of the late Mr. G. Smith, of Wellington, 
and was born in 1815. Having been privately educated. he entered 
as a commoner at Magdalen Hall, Oxford, and took his B.A. degree in 
1837, when he was third class in classics, Dr. Stanley, Dean of West- 
minster, bang a first class in the same year, and Dr. Francis Hesse a 
second. In the following year he was ordained, and for some time 
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held the curacy of Marr, near Doncaster, and was afterwards presented 
by the Archbishop of York to the vicarage of Goole. In 1844 he 
placed his services at the disposal of the Church Missionary Society, 
and was nominated to Hong Kong. Dr. Smith was consecrated the 
first bishop of Victoria, Hong Kong, in 1849, and continued to dis- 
charge the duties of his office until 1865, when ill-health compelled 
his retirement, when a pension of £300 per annum was granted him 
by ihe Hong Legislative Council. This of course ceases with his 
eath. 


Bishop Smith was the author of “ A Narrative of an Exploring Visit 
to each of the Consular Cities of China, and to tho Islands of Hong 
Kong and Chuean,” ‘‘Ten Weeks in Japan,” “ Lewchew and the Lew- 
chewans,” “ China ; her Future and her Past,” and several other books 
of travel, as well as of some theological works. 


CHINESE MISSIONS. 

An influential meeting of the friends of Chinese Missions was held 
in Freemason’s Hall, Edinburgh, on Monday last, the chair being oc- 
cupied by Mr. Brown-Douglas. Onthe platform were the Rev. Dr. 
Daff, the Rev. Dr. Charles Brown, the Rev. Mr. Scott Moncrieff, Mr. 
David M‘Laren, the Rev. Mr. Carstaire-Douglas (China), Mr. Bell, 
secretary, the Rev. Mr. Guthrie, and other gentlemen. The mecting 
was opened with prayer by the Rev. Mr. Guthrie, who took occasion, in 
the course of his petition, to ask for the recovery of his Royal Highness 
the Prince of Wales, or, if that were not to be, for his spiritual good 
hereafter. The chairman briefly referred to the object of the meet- 
ing, and expressed his confidence in the great good done by the 
work of the Mission, and his hope that our Government would 
never be induced in any way to restrain the work of the mis- 
sionaries ia China. The secretary (Mr. Bell) thereafter read the 
seventeenth annual report, which spoke of a very satisfactory 
advance in the beneficial results of the Mission, as regarded at once 
the work of the missionaries sent from this country, of the native 
evangelists, of whom there were now twenty-cight, and of the medical 
agency. The financial report for the past year showed a considerable 
deficiency in the ordinary revenue compared with the ordinary expen- 
ditare, which had only been met by the income received from extra- 
ordinary legacies and donations. On the motion of the Rev. Dr. 
Charles Brown, seconded by the Rev. Mr. Scott Moncrieff, the report 
was adopted and ordered to be pridted and circulated; a cordial 
welcome was accorded to the Rev. Mr. Caratairs-Douglas, who is now 
on a short visit to this country after sixteen years’ labour in the China 
mission-field, and the meeting further gave 'thanks to God that the 
labours of Mr. Douglas in that field had been so signally blessed. 


Mr. Carstairs-Douglas thereafter addreased the meeting, which, after 


some further business, was brought to a close with the benediction. 





Tue “Maracca” anp THE ‘ Mecera.”—The Broad Arrow 
says :—‘' Whether the Royal Humane Society intend to present their 
‘medal’ to Captain J. Bernard, commander of the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company's steamship Afalacca, for coming to the assistance 
of the wrecked Mege@ra, off St. Paul's Island, and embarking 268 
officers and men, with their baggage and stores, under circumstances 
of great danger, owing to the heavy swell of the sea, we are of course 
unable to say. But the Admiralty has offered nothing more than 
‘acknowledgments’ and ‘ thanks,’ not to Captain Bernard, but to his 
epee the ‘ Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company.’ 
‘My Lords’ have requested the Secretary tothe Admiralty to convey 
to the Peninsular and Oriental Stenm Company ‘the expression of 
their lordships’ satisfaction at the successful result of the service ren- 
dered by the Malacca under circumstances of unusual difficulty ;’ 
further, ‘ to express their lordshipe’ thanks for the various information 
from time to time furnished by you in connection with the loss of the 
Megera and the relief of her shipwrecked crew.’ We presume this 
is the customary way of the Admiralty in dealing with matters of 
this kind, namely, the saving of all a Qucen’s ship officers and all her 
men from perishing on a desolate rock ; yet we could imagine it to 
be as ¢asy to use 8 stronger expression than ‘ satisfaction ’ in thanking 
the salyors. At any rate, the captain of the Afalacca as well as her 
owners deserved a complimentary acknowledgment of his services ; 
and this we have heard he has not received, The letter of the Lords 
of the Admiralty to the Peninsular and Oriental Company, it appears, 
is published in their annual report, with the heading ‘ Letter from 
the Secretary of the Admiralty to the Dircctors of the Peninsular 
and Oriental Steam Navigation Company, acknowledging receipt of 
copy of Captain Bernard’s letter,’ thus leaving the captain personally 
out of the question and unrequited. The directors of the Peninsular 
and Oriental Company are of course proud that they have been 
enabled to head their report of the assistance rendered to Her 
Majesty's ship Megara, ‘ Charter of the Malacca for a Special Ser- 
vice.’” 


WE understand that another vessel (the Zebra, sloop, on the China 
station) has broken down io her machinery.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampora, Dec. 12. 


Tt was not to be expected that the merchants and bankers of this city 
would quietly consent to have their Hamburg Banco Valuta swept away 
and become a thing of the past without making a struggle to retain this 
ancicnt institution, to which they have been accustomed from their 
earlicst childhood upwards; anil though the Humburgers can certainly 
not be accused of want of patriotism in cases where the exercise of that 
virtue is required, they may have a right to complain when the German 
Parliament—most of whose members are totally ignorant of the merits 
of the case, and probably never heard before of Hamburg Bank Valuta 
—pass such a sweeping measure without giving any noticc to the partles 
concerned, without remuneration, and simply as a mark of confidence 
in the wisdom of the statesmen at the head of affairs, and whose know- 
ledge on the subject iscertainly open to doubt ; whilst on the other hand it 
is but fair to suppose that tie Hamburg merchants can manage thoir 
affairs for themselves and know best what is most advantageous for 
their own interests. It is therefure no wonder that the passing of the 
Bill has made a very deep and unfavourable impression on the Exchange, 
and given rise to much grumbling and discontent. At a meeting of the 
principal merchants, shipowners, money-dealers, and others, convened 
by the Chamber of Commerce, it was attempted to prove that this was 
a question beyond the province of the German Parliament, and being an 
institution called into being by local legislation, it could only be legally 
rescinded and abolished by the joint agreement of the Senate and Bur- 
gerschaft, This was also the view taken by the Chamber of Commerce, 
who drew up a memorial to the Senate, in which they set forth their 
objections and strongly protested against any such one-sided infringe- 
ments of their righis and liberties ; but the High and Mighty Senate, in 
the exercise of their sovereign power and authority, were of a different 
opinion, and refused to make any representations on the subject at 
Berlin, or take any steps in the matter, but leave it to take its course. 


When onc considers for a moment the immediate consequences of the - 
sudden disappearance of Hamburg Banco money and its substitution for 
a coin not yet in existence, it ie quite appalling to reflect on the incon- 
venience it will occasion to every one connected with German trade in 
all parts of the world. The foreign exchanges will have to be revised ; 
the whole of the price current, in which the quotations are given in 
marks and schillings banco are noted, must undergo a thorough 
transformation ; the daily stock and share lists must be altered into 
the new currency; the bonds and obligations of State loans now 
made out in round sums of Banco money tnust be changed into 
{nconyenient appoints, ending in awkward fractions, which will 
also be the case with mortgages. To this may be added the altera 
tions that will come home to everybody in their domestic arrangements 
and objects of every-day life, such as the amount expressed in the new 
currency with regard to rents, schooling, wages of servants, doctors’ 
fees, tradesmen’s bills, the price of coals, wine, and other household ex- 
penses, freights, cab-fares, the railway tariff of charges, entrance money 
to theatres, concerts, and other places of amusement,—in fact, this cata- 
logue might be extended ad infinitum ; and the change will effect a per- 
fect revolution in all monetary matters, and come as suddenly as it will 
ve unexpected and inexplicable to by far the greater part of the popu- 
ation. 


In the meantime the law passed by the German Parliament has been 
promulgated by the Emperor under the date of the 4th of December, 
and is published in the officiul Reichs-gesetzblatt, or Gazette of the 
Empire, of the 7th inst. To insure uniformity of appearance, at least on 
one side of the gold coins, the dies, with the Imperial Eagle and the 
value of the piece, are to be engraved at Berlin and forwarded to the 
other mints, where the dies for the obverse side, with the head of the 
local sovereign, willbe engraved by their own people. For the present 
the mints to be employed are at Berlin, Hanover, Frankfort, mature 
Munich, Dresden, Stuttgart, Carlsruhe, and Darmstadt. Hamburg is 
not expressly named, but the right has been reserved with reference to 
the contingency of permitting private bankers to have gold bars minted 
on payment of certain dues. Tho mint mark is to be distinguished by 
Roman letters; thus A is to represent Berlin, B Hanover, and so on in 
succession as above. The coins minted at Berlin, Hanover, and Frankfort, 
will bear the effigy of the Emperor, but with style and title of “ King of 
Prussia;” those alone that are issued at Strasburg will have the legend 
“ Emperor of Germany ;” all the others will have theeffigy and title ofthelr 
respective soyercigns. The dies are being prepared, and it is expected 
that the process of coining will commence before the end of the year. 
For tho present 100,000 Ibs. of go!d in bars and French coin {s set apart 
to begin upon, of which 90,000 lbs. are to be converted into twenty- 
mark pieces, and 10,000 Ibs. into ten-mark coins, As the law provides 
that 1394 of the latter and 693 of the former are to be made out of a 
pound of fine gald, a simple calculation will show that more than six 
millions of twenty-mark pieces and about a million and a-half of ten- 
mark pieces will be coiucd out of the above quantity, and they are to be 
put in circulation as soon as they are strack off. The respective mints, 
though under the management of their several Governments, are bound 
to admit Imperial commissioners to inspect the books and accounts for 
the purpose of verification and control, and to give them all facilities, 
support, and explanations as they may require in the discharge of their 
duty. z8 

Tha Berlin Militair Wochenbdlatt states that Herr Koppen, formerly a 
non-commissioned officcr in the urmy of the Prince of Schaumburg- 
Lippe—whose contingent to the confederated forces of Germany, 
according to the authority of the Almanach de Gotha, amounts to 24s 
men—and now described as ‘‘ Military Instructor at Kischin in Japan, 
in the service of the Prince of that place,” who has done so much to or- 
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has been rewarded by a commission as Second Lieutenant, which at 
least gives him officer’s rank. 


About twenty young Japanese, who for some time past have been | 
studying at Berlin, having finished their course of instruction, returned | 
lately to their native country, and are now replaced by twenty new- 
comers for the same purpose, Having ulready some knowledge of the 
Dutch language, they have great facility in acquiring German, which is 
of course essential as preparatory to the commcncement of their studies. 


The Hamburg Correspondent publishes a letter from the captain of a 
German vessel to his owners here, dated Tientsin, September 18, de- 
scribing a cowardly attack made by twenty-five French sailors and ma- 
rines, belonging to a gunboat lying in thut port, on five unarmed seamen, 
belonging to the German merchant vessels Frisch, Captain Totain, Afa- 
dura, Captain Theele, and the brig J7Zermann of Kiel, who were all 
more or less seriously wounded, so that they had to be taken to the 
hospital for surgical treatment. The case was reported to the German 
Consul, who took down the depositions, in which they unanimously 
stute that they had given no cause of offence, and that it was a pre- 
meditated attack from a desire to take revenge on the Germans for 
their victories over the French, and caused by their national hatred and 
jealousy. 

COMMERCIAL. 


The frost, which has set in already, together with the approaching 
holidays, have kept the Produce Markct in a quiet state, and there is 
but little to report to-day. The dealings in Teas were limited to a 
few hundred chests of Congou and Souchong at former prices. Little 
has been dono in cleaned Rice, but the markct is firm. Camphor is 
in more request, and prices have risen considerably. Cassia Lignea 
moves off quietly at 114 to 11$ sch. bco. per lb. There is no altera- 
tion to notice in Pepper. After along period of inactivity some sales 
of Silesian Spelter have taken place, amoung which were 1,000 centners 
tor spring delivery, at 13¢ mks. beo. per centnor; 2,000 ditto, also for 
the spring, at 14; and 2,000 ditto, in loco, at 14.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Rorrerpam, Dec. 13. 


Les jours se suivent, mais ne se ressemblent pas. The financial Budget 
was carried by 55 against 9 votes. ‘The Budget of the Department of 
War was then laid on the table, and every one became anxious to know 
what would happen. Mr. Engelvaart, the Minister of the Department 
of War, rose and made the statement that he had placed his portfolio at 
the disposal of his Majesty, for reasons which were mentioned in the 
telegram which appeared in your last issue. The Minister has gone by 
his own will, so that the Chambcr has been saved the necessity of 
giving him his congé by outvoting his Budget, which must have been 
the case otherwise. The Chamber was very discontented with 
his policy ; they demanded a comprchensive scheme of army re- 
organisation—and all that Mr. Engelvaart gave them was but 
a drop in the ocean. Nothing has been settled. A good many 
millions have been spent, aud we are less prepared for war than 
ever, and that at a moment when other countries are fully prepared, 
and that after a fashion never dreamt of in former times. A great 
work remains to be done—but who will do it? Where shall we find a 
Minister who will act with vigour? Who will dare ask a sum of forty 
millions to partially improve our means of defence? Rumours say 
that Colonel Weitzel will undertake this hazardous task, and other 
names are also mentioned, viz., Major van der Star, Booms, &c. The 
question now is, in how far the resignation of Mr. Engelvaart will affect 
the position of the whole Cabinct. In a few days Mr. van Zuylen will 
interpellate the Ministry as to whether they make themselves answer- 
able for the Bills which Mr. Engelvaart laid before the members; and, 
of course, this question can only be answered in the affirmative. It is 
considered that the position of the Thorbecke Cabinet is very insecure,and 
that the new ycar will bring us a new Ministry. In the meantime the 
discussions are going on. ‘The Budget of the Colonial department was 
carried by 45 against 22 votes, after a very languishing debate. There 
was a lively, and somewhat personal discussion between Mr. Wintgens, 
the eloquent mouthpiece of the Conservative party, and Mr. Fransen 
van de Putte. Mr. van de Putte moved that henceforth the instruction 
in eastern languages should not be carried on in the firet place at the 
University of Delft. The Minister than delivered a tremendous philippic 
against the so-called ‘“ Consignation-system,” viz., the forwarding of co- 
lonial produce to Holland for sale. It was his conviction that this system 
had crippled Dutch trade, and had been injurious to the interests of the 
State and of all parties. The minister showed himself a thorough 
Liberal, which of course cansed much uneasiness in the opposite camp, 
where individuals are being whipped up to sign addresses, demonstrating 
that nothing is more hurtful to the general interest than that the plan of 
the Minister should be adopted, and the differential duties ubolished. 
To-day a Bill was laid before the members to apply ten millions of 
guilders to the redemption fund. Our national stock has advanced 
2 per cent. in consequence. 


The Bill proposing the ratification of the Treaty concluded between 
the Dutch and English Governments—the full text of which I sent you 
a fortnight since—has been examined in the sections. By perusing the 
published report I learn that several members were much pleased with 
the new Treaty, because it was simpler and clearer than the former on 
which the Lower House refused to ratify. It was agreed that this Treaty 
fully met the grievances complained of, but of which, according to the 
opinion of some members, too much was made, It made a good im- 
pression that so much Jiberty is secured to Holland, the British Govern. 
Ment agreeing to desist from all objcctiony against the extension of the 
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ganise the army in that country in imitation of the Prussian system, ' Netherlands dominion in any part of Sumatra, and, consequently, from ‘ 


the reservations in that respect contained in the notes exchanged by 


| the Dutch and British Plenipotentiaries at the conclusion of the 


Treaty of March, 1824. Formerly foreigners were privileged ; they are 
now put on the same footing with the Dutch. The grounds for 
the objection that the former treaty opencd the possibility for interven- 

tion of a foreign Power in our own civil and commercial legislation 
were now avoided. Our just rights are maintained against the claims 
of the merchants of the Straits Settlements. The Government, it was 
stated, deserved all honour for what they had done to protect our inte- 
rests. The former Cabinet deserved the more blame, because when the 
negotiations were opened on the first treaty the Government were in a 
better position to obtain concessions fro:n the English Government, 

because the Court of St. James's desired the transfer of our settlements 
on the West Coast of Africa. Some members regretted that the treaty 
had been concluded. They thought it contrary to our interests that we 
should bind ourselves about matters which belonged to our own leyis- 
lation ; and now that we had granted rights and privileges to Britieh 
trade we should be obliged also to grant them to other nations. Some 
members called the behaviour of our Government with regard to the 
treaty about the transfer of our settlements at the West Coast of Africa 
very strange, and they advocated that the Second Chamber should re- 

vive this matter, and if the Government did not assent they should 

vote against the Sumatra Treaty. But, as I stated, the majority was 

favourable. 


With regard to the movements amongst our Catholics some incidents 
have occurred. It has now become cleur what the bishops meant by 
their ‘ official ” steps. The Catholic papers publish an address which 
the bishops have forwarded to the King, requesting the maintenance of 
an ambassador at the Papal Court. The tone of this address is very 
moderate, but the arguments are not very convincing. A great many 
people ure offering money to pay the ambassador, Mr. du Chastel, who, 
however, proposes to represent Holland at the Holy Sce gratis. The 
Catholics seem to forget that it is not a monetary question, but a ques- 
tion of principle. 

The members of the First Chamber will meet on the 14th inst. for 
the despatch of business. 


The passengers of the steamer Prins van Oranje who put in at Gib- 
raltar will be brought by a special steamer to Nieuwe Diep. This fact 
proves that the damage to the first-named vessel is of a more serious 
character than was first stated. 


I regret that I have to record the death of Mr. C. Pruijs van der 
Hoeven, emeritus-professor of the University at Leyden. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 


Inthe middle of last week the winter suddenly set in with unusnal 
inclemency. A heavy fall of snow was followed up by most intense 
frost, which at once put a stup to all trafic. Our inland navigation 
got immediately locked up by the ice, and the roads were rendered 
almost impassable by the snow, whilst by rail only small quantities of 
goods can be forwarded at express train fares. Our market in eolo- 
nial produce has consequently assumed a wintry aspect. Business 
transactions have been almost entirely suspended, and although the 
weather has again been milder since Saturday, the existivg impediments 
for shipping will not soon enough be removed, even if the thaw should 
continue, to permit our trade to resume much activity prior to ap- 
proaching holidays in the latter part of the month. Our leading arti- 
cles of produce continue, however, to exhibit, un the whole, a healthy 
appearance. 

Correz.—Very firm, and holders keep backward. On account of 
the interruption of our inland navigation there has, however, been bat 
little stirring in the market, and we have mainly to report a couple of 
sinall sulcs of parcels of private importation, viz., 500 bags Java ex Rot- 
terdam, 280 ditto ex Stad Middelburg. At the close of the weck more 
inquiry manifested itself for Trading Company’s Java, on warrants, for 
which 42c. was paid. The material deficiency of the late crop of Java 
tends to foster the favourable opinion for the article, and creates san- 
guine prospects for a further advance of prices. : 

TgA.—The public sale of the cargo of 841/4 and 2,865/12 chests 
China, ex steamer Hong Kong, from Foochow, through the Suez Canal, 
which took place here on the 7th inst., went off as follows :—Superfine 
Kysou Congou was paid with 89c. to 122c.; extra superfine Flowery 
Pekoe, 186c. to 22Uc., extra superfine Lapseng Souchong, 112c. to 
160c. ; finest Souchong, 96c. to 97c.

Spices look dull, with sellers at former rates, but in the absence of 
any transactions of nute, prices are hardly better than nominal.

T1N.—A quiet tone prevailed for this article, but the market looks 
firm.

THE RUSSIANS IN JAPAN, 

Trr St. Petersburg correspondent of the Morning Post 
writes :—“ The Japanese are palpably indignant at the en- 
“croachments of Russia on the debatable island of Sakhalin 
“ (Saghalien), and at theinflux of Russian convicts into their 
“ colonies there ; nor is their indignation at all misplaced. 
“In trath, this remote strip of land has at present an im- 
“portance which can hardly be overrated. So long as any 
“part of Sikhalin—which flanks the coast of Manchouria 
“for several hundred miles—is occupied in force by the 
“ Japanese, a strong check is imposed upon Russia’s present 
“design of transferring her centre of action from the Fort of 
“ Nikolaievsk, at the mouth of the Amoor, to that of Vladi- 
“vostok, close to the Chinese frontier. On the other hand, 
“the annexation of the island by Russia secures her hold 
“upon the territory south of the Amoor, and forms the 
“natural prelude to what will undoubtedly be her next step 
“—the conquest and Russification of Korea. In any case 
“a collision with Japan is unavoidable, if the existing pro- 
“ gramme be carried out. By fixing herself at Vladivostok 
“ Russia virtually trespasses upon Japanese waters and chal- 
“lenges their rightful owner to a struggle for the mastery— 
“a fact which, combined with the impossibility of concen- 
“trating upon this remote point a force sufficient to with- 
“stand the formidable and ever-increasing power of Japan, 
« deserves serious consideration.” 

Now it is certain that the whole Government of Russia is 
constructed on a system of deception. The same feeling 
which made Prince Potemkin deceive Carnerine with the 
appearance of handsome villages—temporarily constructed of 
wood—and a thriving peasantry—hired and dressed for the 
occasion—during her well-known excursion down the Duieper, 
is carried through every part of the kingdom. The only 
principle universally acted upon in Russia seems to be that 
it is the duty of every one to get as much as possible for him- 
self; aud the more adroitly he can deceive others, the higher 
he ranks in the scale of intelligence. The good offices of all 
the public functionaries, from the highest judge to the lowest 
Custom-house officer, may be bought by bribes. It is this great 
characteristic of the Government as well as the nation that has 
made us regard with apprehension Russia’s advances towards 
the frontier of our Indian Empire, and her seizing the mo- 
ment when France was disabled from fighting beside us, to 
annul the Black Sea Treaty, for which so much British 
blood flowed at Alma, Inkermann, and Sebastopol. It is 
refreshing to turn from such scenes of duplicity to contem- 
plate brave, manly, and open actions. The Japanese have 
always been a noble people—a nation of heroes, who, if mis- 
taken in their motives, have yet presented the only model of 
chivalry and enlightenment which modern times have seen 
in Asia. In any dispute that might be provoked by Russia 
with Japan our sympathies would, therefore, always be 
with the latter, and we should urge our Government to 
throw their influence on the side of Japan with as much 
earnestness of feeling as we have expressed on other recent 
occasions when Russia seemed to be making preparations for 
aggression. Nevertheless, we must confess we do not see in 
the present action of the Russian Government cause for so 
much alarm as our contemporary’s correspondent ex- 
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presses. And he appears to us to be equally at fault in his 
estimate of Russian provocation and Japanese force. The 
latter is neither “formidable” nor “ever increasing.” The 
Japanese have not probably more than a couple of hundred 
soldiers in Sakhalin, while the Russians have more than a 
thousand men at one port alone—Aniva Bay—at the ex- 
treme south. But, what is more to the point, Vladivostok 
is not on Japanese waters at all, but on the coast of Russian 
Tartary, and the Russians appear to have a very good excuse 
for transferring their capital there from Nikolaievsk in the 
fact that the latter place is not accessible during six months 
in the year. : 

The fact appears to be that the Russians intend to secure 
the whole island of Sakhalin, in order that they may possess 
both sides of what used to be called the Gulf of Tartary, 
and in order that no other foreign Power may possess Sak- 
halin, and so be enabled to threaten their opposite coast, 
So long ago as 1867 the Russian Government persuaded the 
Japanese Pleripotentiaries at St. Petersburg to conseut in a 
weak moment to the jodwé occupation of the island, and it is 
easy to see what that meant. The Russians have pushed on 
and the Japanese have been pushed back ; but, as the latter 
have given the former a fair excuse for their advance, it is 
not by any means clear how they can resent it now. The 
Japanese inay feel that they have been overreached, but, 
having given licence for the present proceedings of the Rus- 
sians, they can scarcely be justified in making it a cause of 
the collision which our contemporary’s correspondent appre- 
hends. Nevertheless the Russian advance in 80 many parts 
of the Far East at the same time is certainly noteworthy as 
a sign of her policy, and, considered in connection with a 
long scries of former encroachments, ought to be attentively 
watched by those whose duty it is to preserve the balance of 
power. 


THE NEW JUDGE FOR THE STRAITS. 

By the time that these lines reach our readers in the Straits 
we have no doubt that Mr. Taos Sinareaves, the newly- 
appointed Chief-Justice of the Straits Settlements, will have 
taken his seat on the Bench, and already entered on the ju- 
dicial career which will, we believe, as well as hope, confirm 
the wisdom of his appointment. It would be idle to dis- 
guise the fact—and it would also be insincere to Mr. Sm- 
GREAVES if we attempted to do so—that, in assuming the 
mantle of Sir Benson MAXWELI, the new Chief-Justice has 
to encounter an amount of responsibility which may weil ex- 
cite the anxious sympathy of his friends, and which will, no 
doubt, receive his careful reflection. We write these words inno 
spirit of discouragement. On the contrary, we firmly believe 
that it is within the power of every accomplished lawyer to 
contend successfully against the temporary disadvantages to 
which we have drawn attention, and to win “ golden opinions 
from all sorts of people,” if he but firmly resolved to main- 
tain his independence of “the powers that be,” to assert 
the dignity of the judgment seat against the power of the 
Government, and to be alike blind to the brow-beating, and 
deaf to the overtures of self-satisfied officialdom. We can 
assure Mr. SipaReaves—whom, by-the-bye, we ought now 
to call “his Lordship ”—that much is expected of him in his 
new sphere. Of one thing we can assure him—that he will 
be received by all classes of the community with a cordial 
and unbiassed greeting ; and that he will enter on his duties 
with the certainty of being fairly and not hastily judged by 
his own judgments. 

Mr. Sipereaves will remember that we were the first to 
enter our indignant protest against the narrowminded spirit 
in which an anonymous “ Templar” in the Standard carped 
at his appointment on the score of his being a Roman Ca- 
tholic. He will remember that, on that occasion, we stated 
our honest conviction that the day for such sectarian and 
petty differences had gone by for ever since the appointment 
of a Roman Catholic Judge in England. We might add that 
that conviction has since been strengthened by the appoint- 
ment of a Jew to the Solicitor-Generalship of Eugland ; and 
Mr. SipGREavEs will therefore excuse us if we express the 
hope that neither he in Singapore, nor Mr. JEssEL in Weat- 
minster, will forget that they are the representatives of a 
PRoTESTANT QUEEN and country—that they owe a paramount 
duty to that throne which has promoted them in a spirit of 
such advanced liberality, and to a people whose interests are 
so deeply involved in their conscientious and fearless discharge 
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of the great responsibilities committed to them. Let the 
new Chief Justice discard for ever the Monkish maxim “ Fac 
oficium taliter, qualiter ; et sta bene cum Domino Priore.” 
“Do your duty as you may; but keep well with my Lord 
Abbot ”—and he will soon discover, not only that he has 
gained, as he will have deserved to gain, the esteem of the 
people, but also that his own independence will exercise a 
silent influence in making converts of some of those officials 
whom Lord Kimseruey’s despatch shows to be so much in 
need of such a quality. AsSypney Sautu, preaching before 
the Judges, said, “ It is not in every man’s power to say, I 
“ will be a great and successful lawyer ; but it is in every 
“ man’s power to say, that he will, with Gov’s assistance, be 
“a good Christian and an honest man. Whatever is moral 
“and religious is in your own power ’”’—and again the same 
grand authority, referring to the happy lot of Protestant 
England, says, “ First the Gospel has done it, and then Jus- 
“ tice has done it ; and he who thinks it his duty to labour 
“that this happy condition may remain, must guard the 
“ picty of these times, and he must watch over the spirit of 
“ Justice which exists in these times. Tirst he must take 
“ care that the altars of Golare not polluted, that the Chris- 
“ tian faith is retained in purity and in perfection ; and then, 
“ turning to human affairs, let him strive for spotless, incor- 
“ ruptible Justice ;—praising, honouring, and loving, the just 
“ Judge, and abhorring, as the worst enemy of mankind, 
“him who is placed there to ‘judge after the law, and who 
“ gmites contrary to the law.’ ”’ 


WE learn that the Great Northern Telegraph has worked 
satisfactorily, and, as the rate by this line is only four pounds 
ten for a message which would coat seven pounds by the 
Submarine Cable, it has found many to patronise it. It 
must not, however, be forgotten that while messages by the 
Submarine are usually conveyed in about five hours, those 
through the new undertaking vary from fifteen to twenty 
hours. During the last week, owing to the breakage of the 
cable between Shanghai and Ifong Kong, telegrams from 
Shanghai have not been received by the Submarine line. 
We are informed that, pending the decision of the In- 
ternational Conference now sitting at Rome, the Russian 
Government has restricted the number of English messages 
over their lines to Chinaand Japan to fifteen per diem. We 
believe it is not the intention of the directors of the Sub- 
marine Company to make any reduction in their present 

- rates, and that the land wires in Australia are not yet suffi- 
ciently advanced to enable the company to extend their ope- 
rations to that part. 





Mr. Narrer, the Chairman of the Straits Association, has 
had an interview with Lord Enrizip, at tho Foreign-office, 
on the subject of the Sumatra Treaty, lately concluded with 
the Dutch Government, and a correspondence will follow. 
We learn by telegram that the Second Chamber of the 
Duich Parliament has ratified the Treaty. We may here 
suggest to the members of the Straits Association that, as 
Mr. TipMan, the Secretary, is not likely to return for some 
months, another gentleman should be appointed, and we may 
add that the Association will lose its power for good unless 
meetings are held more frequently—say once a month.

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THE LATE FLOODS AT TIENTSIN. 
COMMUNICATED. 

The past summer will be long remembered by reason of two great 
storms, which devastated and almost ruined this and the neigh- 
bouring provinces. 

The rainy season here is uncertain; one year there is drought ; 
another year there is inundation ; we look at the bare hills and 
think that if they were planted with woods drought would be pre- 
vented. European engineering is the great desideratum, but un- 
fortunately the governing authorities cannot b2 persurled to 
undertake any improvements except in the manufacture of muni- 
tions of war, Oursystem of banking rivers and dredging channels 
caunotobtainatrial. Mr. Wade and Mr. Hart have told the Chineao 
Government a large amount of honest truth on many occasions dur- 
ing the past few years. They have told them in very plain terms 
many of their faults and shortcomings. Copies cf their Ictters 
were sent by the Government to important men, such as Tseng- 
kwo-Fan, holding vice-royalties, and the censures involved in these 
communications were txken in apparently good part by the Em- 
peror’s councillors, but yet nothing has beendone. However much 
we may long to see improvements, we are perpetually told that a 
time will come when these things will take place, but that that 
time has not yet come. 

South-west of Peking, and cight miles from the walls, is a long 
and handsome bridge spanning the river called Hwun-ho. The 
bridge is several centuries old, and the great south-west road 
connecting the metropolis with the southern and western pro- 
vinces passes over it. A fortnight ago I was there with a friend, 
and walked down the sandy channel to a new breach in the em- 
bankment which took place at the time of the flood ten weeks AGO 3 
our walk extended for a mile and a half along the old bed. The 
stream was on our right as we proceeded to the south. It hugged 
the stone wall which there forms its boundary. Four-fifths of the 
river bed is hard sand, the rest is water. We found, on arriving 
at the point where the disaster took place, that the stone embank- 
ment had here been replaced by mud. We noticed just above the 
breach a sudden bend to the south-west; a few feet beyond we 
saw the river rushing over a chasm in the bank 900 feet wide, and 
pursuing its way over the adjoining fields ; prostrate trees lay in 
the new channel; the old stones of the embankment scattcred 
across it marked the former line of defence. All traces of field 
cultivation had disappeared, and where the water failed, hanks of 
sand and small rubble—the sediment left by the inundation— 
concealed from view the ploughed land beneath. We heard that 
the new river course rejoins the old bed twenty miles farther to 
the south-west. Vast tracks of land are for the present year 
rendered barren by this outburst, and the heavy rains that have 
fallen this season have also devastated a large portion more. 

Since we were there a rain-fall of five days has added much 
to thisruin. I learn that the river channel was quite full from 
bank to bank, and rushing down its old course uver the sands whero 
we walked, burst into the fields, at another point twenty miles far- 
ther on. A friend who witnessed the scene when the vast body of 
water produced by the rain was rushing through tho bridge under 
him, felt it shake beneath him, and almost feared to pass across 
it. Much of the country became like the neighbourhood of 
Tientsin at present—a wide sca. Such a season has not been 
known for nearly seventy years. Many persons have been 
drowned. Many villages have been carried away. The number 
of trees and houses thrown down is vast. The water on the south 
of Tientsin is not expected to disappear till the winter sets in; it 
cannot re-enter the rivers from which it has broken out ; the land 
there is too low to admit of this. For the present also the re- 
building of the banks is postponed till the river shall become | 
lower. 

In Nieuchwang, six degrees of longitude east of Peking, and on 
the other side of the Gulf of Liau Tung, only the stronger build- 
ings, such as the church, a stone erection, survived the storm. 

It is the prevalence of easterly and south-easterly winds that 
bring us these storms of rain. They seem to be connected with 
typhoons in the neighbouring ocean. There was a typhoon at 
Hiogo five days before the ten days’ rain which produced the 
Tientsin inundation ; that place is twenty degrees of longitude 
east of us. Then there was a typhoon at Hong Kong on Sept. 2, 
and it was very destructive. Our second great rain begin ten 
days after that date, and swelled the Hwun-ho to an unprece- 
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dented size. Hong Kong is nearly twenty degrees to the south 
of our position. 

The reason why the fall of rain has worked so great a destruc- 
tion may be found in the structure of our province. The hill 
country through which the Hwun-ho flows extends for 150 miles 
to the north-west, from the great bridge just mentioned, to its 
source on the plateau of Mongolia. It is the only river to drain 
this extensive western region. Each valley has its torrent, and 
each torrent finds its way to this river. Such an immense col- 
lection of rain water as that from which Tientsin is now suffer- 
ing could only arise in a region where the features of nature are 
ona great scale. The plateau of Mongolia by its drainage gives 
origin to & vast series of vallies all sloping toward the south-east, 
and down which the waters flow to the Gulf of Pechili. The pro 
vince is bounded by chains of hills on the north and on the west, 
and the rivers originated by them all flow to Tientsin, and there 
enter the sea. . 

The injury caused by the inundations of the Hwun-ho is chronic: 
Only four years ago this river changed its course, and vast sums 
were expended by Tsenkwo-Fan in repairing the embankments. 
It was thought there was danger only on the lower course of the 
river towards Tientsin, and there the new defences were placed. 
But it now appears that the real danger was higher up near the 
point where it comes out from the mountains and where the 
sandy bottom had risen so high as to make the channel from bank 
to bank much too shallow for a stream so difficult to control. For 
this evil, dredging with European machinery is the only certain 
cure. But shall we be told the ¢zme has not yet come? It is said 
that twenty thousand men are to be set to work in two months 
to dig out the old bed and restore the river. 








THE MISSIONARY QUESTION IN CHINA. 
A supplement to the London Gazette contains the correspo ndence 
with Mr. Wade, Her Majesty’s Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 


Plenipotentiary in China, relating to the Missionary Question in China, 
of which the following is a résumé :-— 


On the 8th June last Mr. Wade sent to Earl Granville translations 
of a note or memorandum addressed by the Tsang-li Yamen, in the 
first instance, to all foreign representatives resident in Peking, and 
subsequently to those of all foreign Treaty Powers, of eight propositions 
appended to the memorandum, and of a note addressed hy the Min- 
ister Wén Siang to Sir R. Alcock shortly before he left Peking in 1869. 
The note or memorandum is, in the main, an expansion of the note to 
Bir R. Alcock. Admitting that, so far as trade is concerned, the 
treaties work well enough, the writer complains that their provisions 
fail entirely in the regulation of the missionary question, and that, 
through the unsatisfactory position of this, the whole question of 
foreign relations is affected. 

The growing fecling against propagandism had long rendered the 
Government anxious before the Tientsin massacre; and now, although 
mandarins have been exiled, criminals executed, indemnities paid, 
Government still continues anxious, feeling that if there are to be 
more such outbreaks, recurrence to such measures will be in each 
instance more difficult. The Chinese Government would have the 
missionaries all brought under the same control as in other countries. 
amenable to the laws of the land, restrained from undue assumption 
of etatus and authority, and from acts that produce scandal. There 
should be no mystery in what they do (this refers to the Orphelinats), 
and their conduct should in all respects conform to the doctrine they 
teach. At present they constitute in China an smperium in imperio, 
and it is to be apprehended that their followers, seeing how the Tien- 
tein massacre has been punished, will presume more than heretofore, 
and that of this will come an uprising of the people beyond the power 
of Government to control. The responsibility of foreign Govern- 
ments will be great if they do not join China in devising precautionary 
mcasures. 

This is the eum of the note. Appended to it is a memorandum 
containing eight Articles, in which are eet forth various griefs, each 
article being supplemented by a note purporting to supply evidence 
in support of the charge preferred. As we discussed these articles sepa- 
rately at the time they were published in the 


t French Government’s 
translation, and as we shall have to notice them further on, we need 


do no more than remind our readers of them now. Mr. Wade says :— 
‘*The papers, especially the supplement, are very badly put together. 
They contain some statements which will be easily contradicted, and 
some imputations which cannot be sustained; but, taken with the 
matter of many a long conversation on the same subject, to which 1 
have listened in the last eight years, they strengthen my conviction 
that, to secure the missionary against the hostility of the lettered 
class, one of two courses must be pursued—either the missionary must 
be supported out and out by the sword of the protecting Powers, or 
he must be placed by the protecting Powers under restrictions which 
whilst leaving him always as much latitude of action as, if aimply 
intent on Christianising China, he is justified in desiring, will yet 
enable the Chinese Government to declare to those whose Conserva- 
tism chafes at the present pretensions of the missionary that he, the 


wissionary, ig not authorised by the P i i 
forward the pretensions objected to.” BON necy ee 
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The papers when first circulated appeared to the French exceed 
ingly aggressive. I am nota convert to this view. The Chinese keep 
back, as might be expected of them, all reference to the barbarous 
persecution of converte and missionaries in various places, if not at 
the instigation of the mandarins, at any rate with their fall know- 
ledge. 

i is fairto add that, by the testimony of Romish missionaries in all 
directions, the Government is doing its best to prevent any collision 
with Christians. Three-fourths of the Romish missionaries in China 
—in all between 400 and 500 persons—are French, and Romanism, in 
the mouths of non-Christian Chinese, is as popularly termed the r2- 
ligion of the French as the religion of the Lord of Heaven. 

‘A dread of Romish ascendency, a3 I have more than once reported, I 
have heard very frequently allowed; and the fear that the ranks 
of the Romanists, recruited by all who wish to set their own Govern- 
ment at naught, will presently outaumber the well-affected, or that 
the Romish community, without attaining such proportions, will throw 
itself for support upon the French, although it is not avowed in the 
memorandum, is, in my belief, the suggesting cause of its production. 

Mr. Wade, in commenting on the above-named documeats to the 
Minister Wen Siang, wrote :— 

Article 1 relates to the infant asylums. Protestant missionaries 
have not, to my knowledge, established any such asylums, but I am 
assured that in those of the Roman Catholics no objection is ever made 
to the visits of the parents or friends of an infant. 

Article 2 lays down that no Chinese woman should be admitted into 
the chapels, aud that female missionaries should be prohibited in 
China. I cannot, imagine that any Government, Protestant or Romanist, 
will consent to the exclusion of its female subjects from China, or that 
in the face of the various treaties allowing freedom to natives and 
foreigners to preach and practice Christianity, they will attempt to 
interdict their female subjects, any more than their male subjects, 
from imparting the truth they prize, as professing Christians, to others. 

Article 8 complains of the position arrogated by the missionaries in 
China in their relations with the authorities of the land, and of various 

roceedings on their part which irritate both authorities and people, 
in particular of their interference between the native Christians and 
the law. The instances given of the offences complained of are not 
numerous, and only affect Roman Catholics. I am assured by the 
representative of France that the French Legation does not recognise 
the claim of the same ecclesiastics to interfere between the Chinese 
Christian and his official in any question in which the free exercise of 
his religion is not affected. 

Article 4 lays down that, where Chinese and foreigners live toge- 
ther, the law must be impartially administered. This without doubt. 
But it further seems to imply that, in cases of homicide, popular feel- 
ing will not be satisfied unless a life be given fora life. (C amata 
loss to understand how any missionary can prevent the arrest of a 
Chinese charged with an offence against the law. Shoulda missionary 
really attempt such intervention, the proper course would be an imme- 
diate appeal to the consul or minister of his nationality. 

Article 5. The passport question referred to in this article does not 
scem to me to need any particular remark. The instances cited of 
exchange of passports, or confusion of the names of persons holding 
them, are but two or three in all. I cannot think that when mistakes 
of the kind do occur the legation concerned will be unable to furnish 
satisfactory explanation ; or that, if a passport were unduly obtained 
or transferred by any person—missionary or other—the authorities of 
his nation would refuse to take notice of it. 

In Article 6 it is proposed that no Chinese of bad character should 
be allowed to embrace Christianity. As to the exclusion of all but 
good men from the profession, the Christian religion, as every Treaty 
sets forth, is for the teaching of men to become virtuous. Is it not, 
then, the duty of its teachers, like the philosopher Mencius, to turn 
away none who desire to be converted, “ not to scan tie past, neither 
to reject those who tender themselves.” 

Article 7 prescribes the ‘forms which should regulate intercourse 
between the missionary and the authorities. Speaking for our own 
missionaries, 1 sec no objection to these. The British Government 
draws no distinction between the missionary and auy other of its non- 
official subjects, and by Article XI. of the Treaty of Nanking, “ ping” 
(representation) is the form in which subjects not holding official 
positions are required to address the Chinese authorities. 

Article 8 and last treats of the restoration of buildings formerly 
belonging to Christians. This question, which arises out of the en- 
gagement contracted by the Chinese Government in Article 6 of the 
French Convention of the 25th October, 1860, affects none but the 
Romanists, and it is one the solution of which would seem to rest 80 
exclusively with the Government of France that I do not feel free to 
digcuss it. I shall only add, therefore, that if in this particular the . 
Chinese Government finds its engagement difficult to discharge, it 
should avail itself of the presence of its Minister in France to obtain 
a relaxation of the conditions to which it agreed in 1860. 


I shall add to this long commentary but two observations, In the 
opening of your Excellency'’s note you remark that in trade there 
is little to object to. If this be so, it is a matter of regret that so 
many commercial questions have to be referred from the ports to 
Peking. 
Again, referring to the Tientsin massacre, your Excellency explains 
that it was the result of the people's exasperation against Romanism ; 
and you express a fear lest, afler the severe punishment inflicted, and 
the ample indemnities awarded, Christiana should be emboldened to 
go greater lengths than heretofore. It is sufficient for my present 
Hal ig to repeat what I had the honour to obscrve to the Prince of 

ung in my despatch of the 9th of July last, that the Government is 
responsible for that ignorance of the people which alone can render 
possible their perpetration of an act so barbarous upon a pretext 80 
ridiculous ; and the fact that the people’s continuance in such dark- 
ness is due to a want of enlightenment on the part of the Government, 
will not be held to excuse the Government when foreign life and pro- 
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perty are jeopardised by the simple people whom the Government is} panKS AND COMPANIES CONNECTED WITH THE 


not wise enough to teach. 

On the 27th August Earl Granville replied to Mr. Wade :—“ Her 
Majesty’s Government have hitherto abstained from offering any ob- 
servations upon the circular of the Chinese Government on the subject 
of religious missions, of which a translation has been communicated 
to them by the French Chargé d’ Affaires, in the expectation that they 
might have received some reporta from you regarding it. As, how- 
ever, they learn from your telegraphic despatches that it will be some 
time before they will be in possession of your views, they consider they 
eannot allow this important paper to remain longer unnoticed. 

‘‘ Ber Majesty’s Government must protest against the general asser- 
tions contained in the circular and accompanying regulations, with 
regard to missionary enterprise in China. They must, moreover, re- 
mark that, of the instances of alleged abuses cited, there is not one 
which is in any way connected with any British missionary establish- 
ment. On the particular question to which the circular relates, the 
policy and practice of the Government of Great Britain have been 
anmistakable. They have uniformly declared, and now repeat, that 
they do not claim to afford any species of protection to Chinese Chris- 
tians which may be construed as withdrawing them from their native 
allegiance, nor do they desire to secure to British missionaries any 
privileges or immunities beyond those granted by treaty to other 
British subjects. 

“The 1st Regulation does not apply to the British Missiona aR Socie- 
ties, as they do not support any orphanages in China. Her Majesty's 
Government could not obviously accede to regulations which they 
had no power toenforce. The second regulation requires that women 
ought no longer to enter the churches, nor should sisters of charity 
live in China to teach religion. The objection to women frequenting 
Christian churches has been met at Fatshan and elsewhere by a screen 
having been erected to divide the sexes. There are no sisters of 
charity attached to the British missionary societies, but Her Majesty's 
Government could not countenance any regulation which would cast 
a slur upon a sisterhood whose blameless lives and noble acts of devo- 
tion in the cause of humanity are known throughout the world. 

‘©The 8rd and 4th Articles, as respects Chinese Christians, have 
already been dealt with in the preceding part of this despatch; but 
her Majcsty’s Government cannot allow the claim that the mission- 
aries residing in China must conform to the laws and customs of China 
to pass unchallenged. The 7th Regulation calls for no special observa- 
tion. The 8th Regulation does not apply to British missionaries, who 
have no ecclesiastical property in China to reclaim, and seems to refer to 
misunderstandings with regard to the operation of the 6th Article of the 
Treaty with France. 

“ If British missionaries bebave improperly they should ‘be handed 
over to the nearest Consul for punishment,’ like other British sub- 
jecta, as provided in the 9th article of the Treaty of Tientsin. If the 
local authorities consider that Her Majesty's Consuls do not in an 
instance afford redress for their complaints they can appeal, dioagh 
the Government at Peking, to Her Majesty's Minister, in the ordinary 
course of international uaage; but until it can be proved that Her 
Majesty's Minister and Consuls are unable to control Her Majesty's 
subjects in China by the exercise of the powers confided to them Her 
Majesty’ ‘3 Government must decline to supplement the existing trea- 
ties by regulations which, although only intended to deal with a par- 
ticular class of British subjects, would undoubtedly subject the whole 
British community in China to a constant interference in their inter- 
course with the native population.” 


Monetary and Commercial, 


We understand that the steamers Lorne and Atholl, from China 
with tea cargoes, have, like the Menelaus—which we lately no- 
ticed—taken on board pilgrims at Singapore, for Jedda, and that 
the detention to the consignees will probably be nearly two weeks 
in consequence. It is to be hoped that merchants and under- 
writers will make some stand against such unwarrantable devia- 
tions in the voyage. 


We understand that the Deutsche Bank of Berlin are offering 
new shares to the present shareholders at 1124 per cent., a larger 
capital being required, owing to their having established branch 
‘offices at Shanghai and Yokohama, where, it is stated, they have 
secured the German staff dismissed by the Comptoir d’Escompte. 

The half-yearly report of the Ceylon Company (Limited), to be 
presented on the 19th inst., recommends an interim dividend at 
the rate of 6 per cent. perannum. The report is as follows :— 


The crop of coffee from Ceylon this season is comparatively a short 
one, and it is to be feared the next will be equally so, but the advance 
which has taken place in the prices of that article will, in part, com- 


pensate for this; while, as regards Mauritius, the latest accounts re- - 


ceived are satisfactory, both as regards the yield of sugar, and the prices at 
which it was being sold. The directors have mvch pleasure in stating that 
the proposal as to fully paid-up shares, in accordance with their circalar 
letter dated 25th July last, has been carried out, and that in consequence 
a quotation has been obtained for them, and at the same time debentures 
have been paid off to the amount of nearly £50,000. 

The steamer Saida, which left London for Konigsburg, and got 
ashore in the Baltic, had on board about 13,000 chests tea, pur- 
chased here for the Russian market, The vessel is a total wreck,

TEA. | 

There has been a very quiet market during the week ; there have 
been no fresh arrivals, and the trade having bought largely out of the 
previous ones, have been disiaclined to add to stock at this late period 
of the year, the selection on offer being rather unattractive. Prices 
show no matcrial change. The deliveries continue on a very large 
scale, the total for eleven months, reaching nearly 152,000,000 Ibs. 
There have been no public sales. , 
Red-leaf Congous: Siftings show no change. Broken-leaf kinds 
remain dull of sale. Fair to good common continue firm at fully 
former prices. In fair to good Kaisows there has been but little 
business, but quotations remain unaltered. In fine to finest there is 
no change to notice, sales being limited. Pak Lin kinds have been 
inquired for for export. Black-leaf kinds: The lower qualities show 
no improvement. Fair to good common remain firm at previous prices. 
The few sales of fair to good medium have been at former prices. 
Fine to finest show no alteration, but the demand is small. In 
Amoy kinds there is no material change to notice. New-make 
Canton kinds have been sold to a fair extent at 1g. 2d. per lb. for fair 
quality. In Oolongs, Souchongs, and Flowery Pckoes there has been 
but little doing, prices showing no alteration. Scented Teas: Canton 
Capers, the few sales made have been at about previous prices. Foo- 
chow: kinds have been difficult of sale at rather easier rates. Orange 
Pekoes: Canton kinds remain much as before. Foochow kinds: Fair 
uality has been saleable at previous prices, fine have becn wanted. 
neoloured Japans: The demand has been limited, and prices some- 
what nominal. Green Teas: There has been some demand for export, 
and prices show a slight improvement, the finer grades being moat in 
request. Canton kinds show no change. ; 
he following is from Messrs. Lloyd and Cheshire’s Circular :— 
Onr last advised a good general business, and quoted the market as 
closing with an active demand. Immediately after its issue several 
vessels arrived and fully supplied the market with medium Monings 
and Kaisows, from which the trade have freely supplied themsclves, 
There are very few good common red or black-leaf Congous offering, 
and quotations for these keep very firm in consequence. The market 

closes rather quiet. 

SILK. 


There is a firmer tone in the Silk market, with more business doing, 
chiefly in Chinas and Cantons, at rather improving rates. We quote 
Tsatlees as follows :—Red Peacock, 25s. 6d.; Blue Elephants, 26s. 6d., 
and best chop third, 283. 6d. to 29s.; Oenton Teatlee, 16¢. 6d. for 
ordinary Tsatlee. Japans and Bengals have met with rather more 
inquiry ; prices are unchanged. 

COFFEE. 

There has been no alteration in the market. A fair eupply of Cey- 
lon placed on offer has been taken at rates showing no change from 
those previously ruling, the prices paid being: —Plantation triage 60s. 
to 66s., ordinary 67s. to 703., small grey 663. 6d. to 688. 6d., low mid- 
dling do.

UGAR.

CASUALTIES. 
The Ardentinney, which arrived at New York, Nov. 27, from Amoy, 
had lost foretopmast and split sails during ‘a typhoon in the China 
Sea. 


The George Treat, Ginn, which arrived at Boston, Nov. 24, from 
Ilo Ilo, encountered a succession of heavy gales after passing Ber- 
muda, and snstained considerable damage to sails, rigging, and spars. 

Advices from Cape Town, of Nov. 4, state that nearly the whole of 
the cargo had been discharged from the Landbouw, Jansen, from Ba- 
tavia to Rotterdam, which put into Simon's Bay, Oct. 16, leaky, and 
that on further survey it had been found that the vessel still made 
about 14 in. of water per hour. Some copper, which was found to be 
very much damaged, had been removed, but the leak had not yet 
heen discovered. A great part of the cargo was seriously damaged, 
and a number of the chests still on board were empty, and would be 
thrown overboard. 1,425 bags of coffee and 317 serons of sugar had 
been sold. 

A later telegram has been received at Rotterdam, from Gibraltar, with 
reference to the Prins van Oranje (atr.), Braat, of and for Amster- 
dam, from Batavia, which put in there, Dec. 2, with damage to ma- 
chinery, stating that part of the cargo in the after hold had been 
discharged into lighters, for the purpose of replacing two acrew plates 
which had been damaged during her passage through the Suez Canal. 

Advices from Cape Town, dated Nov. 4, received at Rotterdam, 
atate that the Annie S. had been chartered to take on the remainder 
of the cargo of the Aldebaran, from Batavia to New York, which 
vessel was condemned at Simon's Bay. 

The Ceres, of South Shields, bound to Galle, with coals, had been 
agsisted into Harwich, from off the Shipwash, leaky, and with loss of 
kedge and warp. ‘ 

A telegram from Singapore, dated Sept. 18, states that the Banda, 
of Liverpool, from Ilo Ilo to the Channel, which struck near the 
island of Balaback, had discharged her cargo (sugar) undamaged, and 
the vessel had got off. 

Ronng, Dec. 8.—The Saida (atr.), London to Konigaburg, which 
went ashore yesterday about nine miles north of this place, will pro- 
bably become a total wreck, as she lies in ten feet of water upon a 
rocky bottom, and is nearly full of water. About 500 chests of tea 
were landed yesterday and warehonsed, but in the afternoon the wind 
freshened, and all hands were obliged to leave the vessel. 

Nexog, Dro. 12.—4,700 cheats of sound tea have been got out of the 
Saida, steamer, from London for Konigsberg, wrecked nine miles 
north of Ronne. 8,500 chesta are still on board and under water, and 
will be sold by auction. Salvage steamer arrived.

JAPAN. 

Iwo Sima Light.—With reference to Notice to Mariners No. 76, 
dated 28th July, 1870, reapecting the establishment of a temporary 
light on the north point of Iwo Sima, at the entrance of Nagasaki 
Harbour, until the completion of a lighthouse for a permanent light, 
the Japanese Government has given further notice that the lighthouse 
for the permanent light is now completed, and the light exhibited from 
it. The light isa fixed white light eclipsed landward from N.E. by N. 
(outside Mitzuse rocks) to W. ? N., elevated 205 feet above the sea, 
and in clear weather should be seen froma distance of twenty-one 
miles. The illuminating apparatus is dioptric or by lenses of the 
firat order. The tower, 38 feet high, is hexagonal in shape, built of 
iron, and painted white. Position, lat. 32 deg. 48 min. N., Jong. 
129 des: 46 min. E. Algo that the temporary light has been discon- 
tinued. 

Simonoseki Strait.—Beacons on Yodsibi, Narusi, and Manaita 
Rocks.—Also that the following stone beacons have been erected on 
Yodsibi, Narasi, and Manaita Rocks, in Simonoseki Strait. Yodsibi 
beacon is cone sbaped, painted red, 8 feet in diameter at the base and 
20 feet high, with a plain rounded top. Narusi beacon is cone-shaped 
surmounted with a pear-shaped top, which is 20 feet above the base ; 
the beacon is 8 feet in diameter at the base, and painted white. 
Manaita beacon is cone-shaped, surmounted by a ball 8 feet in dis- 
meter and 20 feet above the base; the beacon is 8 feet in diameter at 
the base, and painted with black and white rings. ; 

Light-vessel in Hakodadi.—The Japanese Government has given 
notice that a light-vessel has been placed in Hakodadi Harboor, as a 
guide to vessels entering the port. The light is a fixed white light, 
elevated 36 feet above the sea, and in clear weather should be 
seen from a distance of ten miles. The light-vessel is moored in 
74 fathoms at low water spring tides, off the northernmost point of 
the spit which runs oat from Point Anama (the north-western point 
of the town), with the mouth of Kamida Creek bearing E. by 8S. 3S. 
and white bluff S. by E.; she ia painted red, has two masts, and car- 
ries a red ball at the foremast head. Note.—It is advisable for vessels 
of large draught to go north of the light-vessel, as there is a bank of 
stones directly south of her. Also, that the light-veasel formerly 
moored in Hakodadi Harbour has been removed.—Hydrographic- 
office, Admiralty, London. 

JAVA. 

Light on the Zwantyes or Koko Reef.—The Netherlands Govern- 
ment has given notice that a lighthouse is in the course of construction 
from which a light will be exhibited, on the Zwantyes or Koko reef, 
Madura strait. The light will be a revolving white light showing a 
fixed light for one and a-half minutes, followed by an eclipse of ten 
seconds, a flash of ten seconds, and a second eclipse of ten seconds, the 
revolution being completed in two minutes; it will be elevated 54 feet 
above the level of high water, and in clear weather the fixed light should 
be seen 12 and the flash 14 miles. Position, lat. 7 deg. 28 min. 8., long. 
1138 deg. 7 min. E. In foggy weather, or if any interruption of the regular 
working of the light should occur, a bell will be sounded. Also, that 
farther notige will be given of the time when the light will be exz 
hibited.
